Afruitfull Expoſition 
notable euill which he ſeth in vs. 
Touching the ſecond, hee tempteth 
vs foꝛ the pꝛaiſe ot his mercy, when hee 
frieth and pꝛoueth vs by co2rections 
and chaſtiſements as pouertie, rep20- 
ches,contempts,atffiictions,tc.in which 
reſpect Dauid ſaith,Proue me, O Lord, 
and try me: and S. Iames ſaith, Blefled 
is the man that endureti temptation : 
for after he is tried, hee ſhall receiue the 
crowne of life, which God hath promi- 
fed to them that loue him, Iam.1. 

In this ſence Abraham and Iob were 
tempted, that is, fryed. 

Then wee lee how God tempteth af 
ter one ſoꝛt and Sathan after another. 
God foz our god by humbling and tri⸗ 
ing of vs. The Deuill foꝛ our hurt and 
vtter de ſtruction. Therekoze, though 
God lead men into temptation, yet is 
he not the authoz of euill. 

There bee foure reſpeas, in which 
God may be a wo2ker in temptations, 
and pet free from ſin. 

Firft, he tempteth by offering otca⸗ 
ſions and obiects,to trie whether a man 
will ſinne oꝛ not, as a maſter that y 

e 


eth 
wo 
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eth a purſe of money in his ſeruants 
way, which hee ſuſpecteth. This triall 
is no ſin in the Maſter, though the ſer⸗ 
nant finne in ſtealing: Thou ſhale not 
hearken vnto the words of the Prophet. 
or dreamer of dreames,for the LORD 
thy GOD proueth thee,wherher thou 
loue the LORD thy GOD with all 
thy heart, Deut. 13. | 
Secondly, God leadeth into femp- 
tation, by withdꝛawing ok his grace: 
neither can this be a linne in God, be⸗ 
cauſe, he isbound to no man to gius him 
grace and here is a difference betweene 
the tempting of God, and of Sathan: 
God holds backe grace when he temp⸗ 
teth, the Diuell ſuggeſts euill motions. 
Thirdlp, euerp action, ſo farre foꝛth 
as it is an action, is god, and of GOD, 


Ifoꝛ in him we liue, mue, and haue our

being: Therefoꝛe God is a worker in 
temptations ſo farre fœzth as they are 
actions. Dne man kils another,the ve- 
ry mouing of the body in the doing of 
this villany ts of God but the wicked-

- likewiſe ſaith , I pray not chat thou

and ſtirs him, the rider is the cauſe of 
the motion, bat the hozſe himlelfe of 
the halting in the motion: ſo, God ts the 
autho2 of the action, but not of the eui 
in the action. 

The fourth way, is in regard of 
the end, foz God tempts his ſeruants 
to cozrec and humble them fo2 their 
ſinnes, to try their patience, faith, and 
loue, xc. 1 

( Deijuer vs from euill) that is, fra 
vs from the power of the Meld, the 
Fleſh, and the Deuill: ſo euill in this 
place is onelꝑ from the Deuill, but we 
map take it moꝛe largely, foz all ſpiritu 
all enemies, as S. Ionn ſaith the whole 
world liueth in euill, vnder the power 
of Sathan and ſinne: our Lozd Jeſns 


would take them out of the world, but 
that thou wouldſt keepe them from 
euill, lohn 17. 

Theſe woꝛdes therefoze, as hath 
beene ſaid, are an explanation ok the 
fromer , foz when a man is deliuere! 
fdom euill, hee is not led into temptati 
on: the cauſe being take FI: bn

The ſumme of all, is this, that fo2 
as much as we are by nature ſo febig 
| and weake, that we are not able of our 

ſelues to ſtand one minute of an houre 
| againſt our ſpirituall enempes, that 
therefoze God would vphold vs, and, 
ſtrengthen vs by the power of his ſpi⸗ 
rit, that we faint not in this ſpixituall 
combat: therefoze our Sauiour ſaifh, 
Watch and pray, that you enter not in- 
to temptation: tor the Spirit is willing 
but the Fleſh is weake. 

That there is nothing moze weake 
then man, ſo ſone as he is left of the 
hand of God, weer haue many teſtimo⸗ 
nies and examples in the Scriptures:

His concluſiue reaſon , containeth 
the cauſe, fo2 the which we traue 
all the ſoꝛmer things, namely fo2 that 
they cencerne his Riegdome, Power, 
and Glozy : foꝛ by the firſt ther, his 
Kingdome is made manikeſt, and by 
the laſt thꝛeꝛ his Power is exerciſed :
